An inquest was new yesteraay by Coroner Wlute- 


hlll and a Jury to discover the cause of the accident 
whicli led to the death or vraifred Anderson as tne 
Brooklyn City Gas Works on Friday noon. Xlie 
principal witness was James Eurnham, who testi- 
fied as follows:— I was employed by tile gas com- 
pany at their -works; I was employed in repairing 
columns -which were in a dangerous condition: 1 
left because I could not get help enongii to uo tie 
Tvort; I went to the place to get a JOD; I knew 
the columns were in a dangerous condition; I 
judged tnls from my own observation; I tvasattBe 
place just alter ttte accident; I was working at one 
or tue taass; tills was tiie one which cont-ained the 
gas, and wHicn. was struct by the falling pillar: one 
or tlie pillars was cracked about half way up: it was 
not tiie cross bars, but the main upright posts: the 
columns of the tank on the corner where tne 
columns feu had been previously cracKea and hid 
been repaired; I can't say that I observed wlietaer 
or not tee column wlilcli tell flrst was cracked or 
not (Explanatory diagram shown.)

In his discretion ihe German con- 
queror might have recalled tlio Bonapartes or 
the Bourbon?; but recognizing the people in 
iue foreground in France, as in Germany, ho 
has wisely ['ranted an armistice of twenty-one 
days, dnriiig which the French people, in the 
election of a National Assembly, are to deter- 


| inino for themselves the reconstruction of 
their government. 
"Whatever 
this gov- 


ernment may be it is evident that Count 
Bismarck is sure of its compliance with his 
terms of peace, and that under any form the 
immediate necessities of France will serve the 
ends of Germany. 


There is, too. a shrewd exemplification of 


German good sense, moderation and economy 
in their requiring the three or four hundred 
thousand French soldiers in Taria only to lay 
down their arms and consider themselves as 
prisoners on parole within the- limits of the 
city, instead of exacting the condition of their 
removal as prisoners of war to Germany. 
Thug, while in this graceful act the general 
feeling of the Parisians will fae softened 
toward the hated Prussian, a very con- 
siderable sum of money is saved to Germany.

It may last 
for two generations; ir may disappear wiih 
the present generation. The necessities which | 
will compel France, government aud people. 
to " " 
damages will divert her attention and her 
energies to new Ideas, new measures of reform 
in her military system and iu her school svs- 
tera, to closer relations, political and commer- 
cial, with the Western Powers and with the 
"United States, and to the policy of a larger 
development of her colonial forces and re- 
sources. In the general diplomacy of Europe 
her future policy will not be aggressive, but 
conservative; act dictatorial, but respectful, 
io her neighbors: and not for the extension of 
her frontiers, but for the maintenance of her 
established boundaries. 


This radical transformation of France from 


a policy of war to the ways of peace will be 
to her an immense gain. ' The debaucheries of 
war and conquest have been the ruin of all the 
ruling nations of the Earth, from the ancient 
Assyrians and Persians down to the decline of 
Spain, from the invincible Armada to the Spain 
of the present day. 
We cannot believe, how- 


ever, that the active, intelligent andindustrious 
French nation is on this downward course to 
ruin from the debaucheries of the empire; 
but that France, from the severe Instructions 


they hesitate between joy at the approach^ 
termination of the war 
and tbe deepest 


anguish at the surrender of Paris and "the 
humiliation of France. 
But this uncertainty 


of feeling must finally give way to a brave 
resignation. There will be mourning enough

It was he.rt that there was no evidence of 
such a sale to the defendants, the view beiuc taken 
that Melleii, Ward & t'o., the drawers or the checks, 
were the purchasers and were the debtors lathe 
J>iuintiff3. The cause was argued last spring in this 
court, and was now decided. 


Mr. Justice Sv.ayne delivered the opinion. On all 
the questions it Is Held that the Jacts should, nave 
been submitted to the jury, aud on thefcubject of the 
authority of the cashier to bind the bank by his acts. 
The Court, In substance, Fav that, by all authorities, 
English and Aineruuu, a check may be accepted. 
aud that by the lavf of merchant," in this country 
the certification 
of tiio bank that the check 
is good is 
equivalent ta acceptance, and Is 
an undertaking that it shall remain good. This 
agreement Is as binding on banks as notes of circu- 
lation, and the transfeiee of such a check; takes it 
with ttie same sense of security that he would the 
notes of the bank. The certifying bank, It 13 said, 
wlthont doubt, intended tnese consequences, aud It 
Is accordingly liable. To hold otherwise would ren- 
der these Important securities a ?nare aud a delu- 
sion. The power conierred on the cashier invests 
Inra 
with the same authority to certify a 
check as ho has to receive the money of the de- 
positor. as the power is inherent m the office. 
The cashier is tue executive officer of the bank and 
conducts all Its financial operations, and persons 
dealing with the bank have a right to rely upon the 
Integrity of its officers when actins within the au- 
paront sphere of their autics, and the hank, is bound 
accordingly. Theepinion, which, is very elaborate. 
sustains the plaintiffs on all points and reverses the 
Judgment. 


Mr. Justice Clifford dissented, and read a very 
lengthy opinion maintaining the theory of the Court 
below. Mr. Justice Davis concurs with llr. Justice 
Clifford.

"Assistant Minister of Finance or tliu Empire of 
Japan, and Special Commissioner to the United 
States of Amcilca." Tills gentleman is a man or 
rank, formerly a retainer of Cliosm, tlie second 
prince of Importance iu the empire of Japan elnco 
the last successful revolution. Through Chosln llo 
was educated and sent to Europe, for a snort sojourn. 
Alter lite return from Enrope lie was made Governor 
oflliogo, and from Ills uniform kindness and courtesy 
to foreigners resident there won a greater degree 
of regard from them than aiiv oilier Japanese offi- 
cial Had obtained that liad come In contact with 
lUem. About a year ago, when tne present govern- 
ment of Japan became consolidated, Chosin was 
made Secretary or tlio Treasury. Ho was plated 
immediately under him, and has slnco tnat time 
really superintended the financial affairs of tlie 
country. It may be remembered that in a letter 
published In the HERALD about eighteen months 
ago mention was made of tue purchase by tho 
Japanese government of the mint at Hong Kong, 
and of its removal to Osacea. Sooa after tne worKS 
-were erected at that place the Japanese government 
gent over about two millions of dollars' worth of old

this bullion was returned It was coined Into money 
tokens for the empire of Japan, of the same fine- 
ness, size, shape and value as tf.ose issued In the 
XTnited States, Thug they have gold coins la all 
things equal to our double eagle, eagle, half and 
quarter eagles. These coins have not yet been 
placed lu circulation, but this will be done In a very 
abort period of time. Ho had previous to this sent 
some agents to the United States and tfie different 
countries of Europe, and from, tlieir respective re- 
ports arrived at tbe conclusion that the United 
States system of coinage was far preferable to any 
other; hence his adoption of that system. 


But it was soon found that further and greater re- 


forms in the financial administration were necessary 
before it could be said to be on. a sound footing. 
The late revolution has changed Japan from :i feu- 
flal Kovernment to a consolidated central one. 
Under the old regime tiie money that was neceasaiy 
for the maintenance of the government was assessed 
on the dul'ereut feudal princes. They in turn de- 
manded tiie money from the lesser uobdity, and bo 
:t was continued <lo.wu to the uiereliaut and dealer.

rnent, ana the princes and common people being 
aliKe subject only to the rule of the Emperor, tne oid 
mode of tasalioa is found to oa impracticable.

He is to go to WiiihLDfiton, place lilmseil lu commu- 
nication with our Tieasury Department, and uro- 
poses to post Himself thoroughly in our different 
systems oi central ana loral taxation, ilie revenue 
and its sources, the tarm and all Custom House af- 
fairs.

President Juarez has recognized several of 


Lerdo's appointments, but has retained Escobedo, 


The Eastern Question In a New Shane. 


The intelligence which Is conveyed in our cable 


telegram, published above, is of very nigh interest 
In the present aspect of European affaire. It pre- 
sents a point for the revival of the Eastern question 
In a new shape tending towards complications 
which may produce results of a character almost 
as serious as those which preceded and resulted 
from the Crimean war; Prussia, however, taslng 
the lead in influencing, it not directing, the move- 
ment in the present instance. Some ot the great 
Powers of Europe Had it difficult to believe, even at 
this moment, that the latest proceedings of the Rou- 
manian government towards Turkey have not been 
undertaken in obedience to Prussian Cabinet sug- 
gestion.
